CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Chicago Federation of La- 
bor found time at its meeting today to 
take up the financial situation now 
troubling the nation and settle it. The 
laying of the national ghost was a 
mere trifle compared with the question 
of how the federation would manage 
to pay the $1500 it has owed for some 
time. 

Fiat money, Clearinghouse certifi- 
cates and other forms of emergency 
eurrency were hotly denounced. The 
argument against the certificates final- 
ly narrowed down to the point where 
the chief objection was that they did 
not bear the union label. Heretofore 
there has been no serious objection to 
national bank notes, which do not bear 
the union label. 

Resolutions urging Congress to enact 
legisiation providing for public im- 
provements in the shape of deep wa- 
terways, harbors and good roads to 
give employment to labor. were adopt- 
ed. Copies of the resolutions were or- 
dered sent to President Roosevelt and 
to both branches of Congress, also to 
the American Federation of Labor. 
now in session at Norfolk, Va., and to 
all labor unions throughout the city. 

Coupled with the request for public 
improvements was a demand for pos- 
tal savings banks where workingmen 
could deposit their savings with the 
certainty that in times of need it could 
be withdrawn without notice. 

The resolution demanding the estab- 
lishment of a postoffice savings de- 
partment at the coming session of Con- 
gress brought out a lively discussion, 
as it provides that the government be 
expressiy forbidden to invest or loan 
such savings on any security other 
than United States bonds. . 

A number of delegates attacked the 
clause declaring that as long as the 
government was responsible for the 
savings, it made no difference to the 
Gepositor whether the savings were 
loaned or not. 

In the resolutions calling upon Con- 
gress to provide for public improve- 
ment, it is proposed that labor so em- 
ployed shall be paid for with United 
States treasury notes, based on ‘the 
credit of the government, such notes 
to be non-interest bearing and inter- 
changeable for government bonds.

NEW “HANG OUT.” 


_“From the railroad detectives and 
mining men of large interests I have 
learned that nearly al! of the railroads 
are discharging men from all their de- 
partments. Men are also thrown 
out of work at the mines in Arizona, 
New Mexico and Nevada. 

“Ordinarily these men would have 
gone to San Franciscc in search of work 
or to loaf. Since the earthquake, how- 
ever, we have been getting them here. 
It looks as though we might expect 
that class as regular ms We are 
to be the ‘hang out’ instead of San 
Francisco. It enormously complicates 
the police problem and makes life in 
Los A more dangerous. 

“To a very large extent they are men 
who are not in the habit of saving 
money, and arriye here broke and out 
of work.

BICYCLE POLICE. 

“We have sometimes thought of re- 
storing the old mounted police, but the 
bicycle cops seem to do better. In- 
stead of selling the uncalled-for wheels, 
we now turn them over to the police 
and I allow a small sum out of the 
secret-service fund for their care and 
repair. They make less noise and get 
around just as /ast as mounted police- 
men could. 

“But of course it all comes back to 

the terrible hobo problem. This has 
been ding-donged at the people of this 
city so much that they no real- 
ize its vital danger. 
“Southern California swarms witn 
yegemen every winter. They come out 
to @njoy the climate as though they 
were tourists stopping at a Pasadena 
hotel. They tarry here during the cold 
weather and turn their thoughts east- 
ward when spring sets in.

MAKE MISERABLE. 

“With such a body of men I believe 
that’ the lives of the tra aps who come 
to California every winter could he 
made so miserable that the majority 
of them, at any rate, would steer 
@round us. I do not believe that any- 
thing can be done here or elsewhere to 
actually stemp out the tramp evil. For 
our own safety, however, we must fight 
it in every possible way and this seems 
the most practical way.
